ed to the British agent here, Mr. 
Conyngham Greene, at 11 o'clock this 
morning. 
It will be officially pub- 


lished here Monday at 9 a. m. 


There are no further developments 


in the situation. 


YOUNG BOERS WARLIKE. 


Cape Town, Sept. 16.—Further tele- 


grams from Pretoria today confirm 
the forecast of the reply of the Trans- 
vaal to Great Britain, which does not 
accept the demands of the British 
government as a whole. Great ex- 
citement prevails at Pretoria over the 
consequences Which may ensue. The 
young Boers are asking to be led into 
the field immediately. 
It is impos- 


sible to predict what will be the situ- 
ation after the delivery of the reply 
in London. The feeling here is that 
it will be impossible for the imperial 
government, and undignified upon its 
part, to again enter upon an inter- 
change of arguments. 


The royal Munster regiment has ar-

Extensive tests 
of the machine to'be built 
have 


hown that it is vastly superior in 
many respects to others, but next 
week still more demonstrations of its 
operations will be made, and if it 
onus up to the mark confidently an- 
icip&ted, a stock company will at 
nee be organized to build and place 
he new invention upon the market. 
tfhe new machine is the invention 
f John W. Hosier, of this city, and 
or more than two years he has been 
:perimenting with and developing 


its device. 
Six months 
ago

brought it to a perfected state, and 
hrough every subsequent test, both 
in this city and in Chicago, it has 
ome fully up to the predictions made 
or it. There are now three machines 
n the city and the owners of the pat- 
nt have completed arrangements by 
which the new company will manu- 
acture under their plans. 
The lighting apparatus is designed 
or the illumination of buildings, 
treet cars and locomotives, and will 
je built in all sizes. It differs from 
ther acetylene gas 
machines 
in 


many respects. 
The carbide 
is 


ilaced directly in the water 
and 


here is no drip, consequently there 
s no agitation to cause inflammable 
gas, and it is impossible for air to 
accumulate in the tank. A sample 
machine has run thirty-one 
days 


without recharging. It is perfectly 
utomatic and there is no over-gen- 
ration of gas. The moment the light 
s turned out the generation of gas 
eases, and it is claimed there is no 
tossibillty of danger from explosion 
n any event. 


Both the inventor and the 
pro- 


moters of the enterprise have the 
greatest confidence in the success of 
he machine, and the new company 
Will be an important addition to the 
manufacturing industries of Fort 
Wayne.

INORDINATE GREED. 


HE PROPOSES THE REMEDY 


THE GREAT ORATOR BEFORE 


TRUST CONFERENCE. 


Chicago, Sept. 16.—Central Music 


Hall, the scene of the'civic Federa- 
tion conferance of trusts and combi- 
nations, the last session of whicn will 
be held to-night, was packed from pit 
to gallery today when W. J. Bryan 
delivered his reply to W. Bourke 
Cockran on the trust question. 


It was reported that Mr. Bryan had 


a set of resolutions up his sleeve, pre- 
sumably antagonistic to trusts as 
they now exist. But the Nebraskan 
denied this when seen by a represen- 
tative of The Associated Press. 


"I have none prepared," said he, 


"and I am not sure whether I have 
to prepare any for presentation." 


Mr. Bryan was introduced by Gov- 


ernor Stanley, of Kansas, who acted 
as chairman of the opening session. 
Wild applause greeted the Nebras- 
kan. W. Burke Cockran listened in- 
tently and joined frequently in the 
applause. 


MR. BRYAN'S SPEECH. 


Mr. Bryan spoke in part as follows- 
"Within two years more trusts 


lave been organized than in the pre- 
vious history of the country and the 
people now come face to face with 
this question: 'Is the Trust a Bless- 
nig or a Curse? If a curse what rem- 
edy can be applied to the curseP' 


"Monopoly in private hands is in- 


defensible from any standpoint and 
intolerable. I do not divide monopo- 
lies. There can be no good monopoly 
in private hands until the Almighty 
sends ils angels to preside over us. 


NO GOOD DESPOTISM, 


"There may be a despot who is bet- 


ter than another despot, but there is 
no good despotism. 
The defense of 


the monopoly is always placed on the 
ground that if you will allow 
people 
to 
control 
the 
market 


and 
fix 
the 
price 
they 
will 


be 
good 
to 
the 
people 
who 


purchase of them. 
The entire de- 


fense of the trusts rests upon a 
money argument. 
If the trust will 


sell an article for a dollar less than 
the article will cost under other con- 
ditions, then in the opinion of some 
that proves a trust to be a good 
thing. In the first place I deny that 
under a monopoly the price will be 
reduced. In the second place, if un- 
der a monopoly the price is reduced, 
the objections to a monopoly from 
other standpoints far outwqpgh the 
financial advantage that the trust 
would bring. 


THE DOLLAR MORALS. 


"But I protest against settling 


every question upon the dollar argu- 
ment. 


"In the early years of Lincoln's 


administration he sent a message to 
congress, warning his countrymen 
against the approach of monarchy. 
Re Mid he saw in the attempt to put 
capital even upon an equal footing 
with labor in the structure of the 
government, the approach of mon- 
archy. 
Lincoln was right. When- 


ever you pat capital upon an equal 
footing with labor, or above labor, in 
th'e structure of government, you are 
on the road to aid a government that 
rests no't upon reason but upon force. 


"Nothing is more important than 


that we shall, in the beginning, 
rightly understand the relation be- 
tween money and man. 


"Man is the creature of God and 


money is the servant of man, and I 
protest against all theories that en- 
throne money and debase mankind. 
If you will go about over the country 
you will see where people have sub- 
scribed money to establish enter- 
prise*, having come under the con- 
trol of the trusts.have been closed up 
and stand now as silent monuments 
to the wisdom of the trust system, 
fa case of local strikes and fires, the 
work goes on elsewhere, thus pre- 
venting serious loss. 


WHEN MONOPOLY COMES. 
"When a branch of industry is en- 


tirely in the hands of one great mon- 
opoly, so that every skilled man in 
that industry must go to the one man 
for employment, that one man will 
fix wages as he pleases and the labor- 
ing men will then share the suffering 
of the man who(sells the raw mate- 
rial. 


"I want to warn you that when the 


•raapoty has absotate ce*trol brain* 
wW>,Ma>eW.

when the trust has rid itself of all 
competitors what is going to be the 
result? My friends, all you have to 
know is human nature. God made 
men selfish. 


WHY HOGS WEAR RINGS. 


"On the farm we used to protect 


property from the hogs by putting 
rings in their noses. Why? So that 
while they were getting fat, 
they 


would not destroy mote than they 
were worth. 


One of the great purposes of the 


government is to put rings in the 
noses of hogs. If I were going to try 
to find the root of the monopoly evil 
I would go back to the Bible for'an 
explanation, and I would find it in 
the 
declaration 
that the love of 


money is the root of all evil. 


"Falling in prices, caused by a ris- 


ing dollar, and the high tariff, have 
contributed the desire to secure the 
fruits of monopoly. 


TARIFF NOT THE CAUSE. 


"Some have suggested that to put 


everything on the 
free list that 


trusts make, would destroy the 
trusts. But I do not believe that 
you could destroy all trusts by put- 
ting all trust-made articles on the 
free list, because if an article can be 
produced in this country as cheaply 
as it can be produced abroad, then 
the trust could exist without the ben- 
efit of any tariff at all, although it 
could not extort so much. We cannot 
destroy monopoly until we lay the ax 
at the root of the tree and make mon- 
opoly impossible by law. Discrimina- 
tion by railroads has aided trusts 
That'can be remedied by laws which 
will place producers on equal foot- 
ing. But the remedy must be com- 
plete enough to prevent the organiza- 
tion of a monopoly. We differ more 
.n remedy than we do in our opinion 
of the trust. Few people will defend 
the trust as a principle. As to the 
remedy: ' 


THE REMEDY. 


Both state and nation should have 


concurrent remedies. In the first 
jlace every state has or should have 
the right to create any private cor- 
poration which in the justice of the 
people of the state is conducive to a 
welfare of the people of that state. I 
believe that we can safely entrust to 
the people of a state the settlement 
of a question which concerns them. 
If they create a corporation and it 
becomes destructive of their best in- 
terest, they can destroy that corpor- 
ation, and we can safely trust them 
both to create and annihilate if con- 
ditions make annihilations 
neces- 


sary. In the second place the state 
las the right 01 should have the 
right to prohibit any foreign corpor- 
ation from 
doing business in the 


state, and it ought to have or has the 
right to impose such restrictions and 
limitations as the people of the state 
may think necessary upon any for- 
eign corporation doing business 
in 


;he state. 


MUST BE FEDERAL CONTROL. 
"I believe, in addition to a stite 


remedy, there must be a federal rem- 
edy. Congress has, or ehould have, 
the power to place such restrictions 
and limitations upon any corporation 
organized in one state, that wants to 
do business outside of the state con- 
trary to public good. 


1 believe that these concurrent 


remedies will reach the 
difficulty, 


that the people of every state shall 
first decide whether they want to 
create a corporation; that they shall, 
secondly, decide whether they want 
any outside corporation to do busi- 
ness in the state, and, if so, Upon 
what conditions; and, thirdly, that 
congress shall exercise the right to 
place upon every corporation doing 
jusiness outside of the state in which 
it is organized, such limitations and 
restrictions as may be necessary for 
the protection of the public good." 


A FAMOUS CIRCULAR. 


Colonel Bryan at this point read 


the famous circular letter advertis- 
ing the incorporation laws of Dela- 
ware. He commented sarcastically 
on the advantages set forth in the 
letter. 


A person in the audience inquired: 
"Delaware and New Jersey are 


both democratic states; are they 


rt#" To which Mr. Bryan replied: 
"They were not in 1896." 
He continued: 
"I have read this letter in order to 


show you that where a state can 
gain an advantage from the incor- 
poration of these great aggregations 
of wealth, it is not safe to place the 
people of other states at the tender 
mercies of the people of such a state 
as may desire to secure its running 
expenses from the taxation of cor- 
porations organized to prey upon 
people outside. 


SUGGESTS A REMEDY. 


I am ready to adopt any method 


for the annihilation of trusts.' One 
that I suggest is this: 


That congress should pass a law 


providing that no corporation or- 
ganiced in any state, should do busi- 


ontside of the state in which it

BIGUA. 


New York, Sept. 16.—A special to 


the Journal and Advertiser 
from 


Washington says: 


News concerning Lieutenant Gil- 


more and fourteen of the 
enlisted 


men of the Yorktown, who were cap- 
tured by the Filipinos at Balor more 
than six months ago, has reached 
Washington in letters to military of- 
ficials from their fellow officers in 
the islands. 
The latest information 


comes through a Spanish planter by 
the name of Garza, who was impris- 
oned by the insurrectionists and sub- 
sequently made his escape. 
Garza 


described Lieutenant Gilmore and 
his companions to officers in Manila. 
He said that the officer and fourteen 
moie were at Bigau, where they were 
subsisting off a meagre quantity of 
rice, valued t;t not more than one 
peseta per man per day. The allow- 
ance was more liberal than that for 
the Spanish prisoners, every one of 
whom was allotted one-half peseta 
per day There were fully two thous- 
and of the latter at Bigau, Garza 
says, and all prisoners, Spanish and 
American, showed the effect of the 
confinement and the poor and 
in- 


sufficient food. He is quoted as say- 
ing that the natives could not stand 
such hardship and such faie much 
longer. 


Garza also described the extent of 


the force at Bigau, where fully 8,000 
Filipinos are under arms. 
Some of 


the weapons are Mausers, with which 
the troops on the line are 
being 


equipped steadily. 


Garza also reports that the Fili- 


pinos in some instances were equip- 
ped with the uniform of Americans, 
including the cork helmet. These ar- 
ticles evidently came 
from 
the 


steamer Centennial, which went on 
the reef on the northwestern coast of 
Luzon and was looted.

aggregate capacity being about 2,000 
pots. This is said to leave only about 
600 pots outside of the combine. The 
new company will bear the old name, 
American Glass company," and will 
be capitalized at $17,000,000, $4,- 
000,000 of which will be 7 per cent.

Entire Block Occupied by Printing 


Firms is Gutted by the Flames 


—Other Buildings Burned. 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 16.—Half a 


million dollars loss was caused by a 
fire which broke out early today in 
the North block. This block was oc- 
cupied entirely by printing firms. 
The flames spread rapidly through 
the building and then jumped to the 
Masonic Temple, Methodist church 
and Webster block, which were also 
destroyed. Several smaller buildings 
were also burned. 


The North building, a three story 


brick, was occupied by Jacob North, 
book and job printer, whose loss on 
building and stock amounted to 
$150,000; also by a branch of the 
Western Newspaper Union and the 
Nebraska Independent Printing com- 
pany. 


The Masonic Temple, which stood 


across the alley, was a three story 
brick with a high tower. The build- 
ing was completely gutted. Besides 
the Masonic lodges, which lost every- 
thing, this building contained the 
city public library of 10,000 volumes, 
the Woodruff Printing company and 
the Evening Post, the losses being 
practically total and amounting to 
$150,000. 


The fire spread from the Masonic 


Temple to St. Paul's Methodist 
church, one of the most beautiful in 
the city, which was destroyed. The 
Webster block, valued at $20,000, 
was next destioyed. Among the ten- 
ants of this block was the Elite 
studio, loss on which was $10,000. 
Smaller buildings destroyed in the 
vicinity, with their contents, brought 
:he total loss to approximately $500,- 
000. No figures on the insurance are 
obtainable. 


SOLD AT $5,600 PREMIUM. 


Comptroller Berghoff yesterday re- 


ceived three propositions for the pur- 
chase of the $320,000 city refunding 
bonds. Briggs, Todd & Co.. of Cin- 
cinnati, and Gay & Co., of New York, 
offered $5,400 premium; John W. 
White and Henry C. Paul offered 
$5,100 premium and Charles McCul- 
loch offered $5,600 premium. Mr. 
McCulloch's offer was accepted and 
the contract for the delivery of the 
bonds has been signed. The first de- 
livery will be on October 15. There 
will be another delivery in November 
and still another in January.

In this discourse the opportunities, of 


usefulness for women are .set forth by 
Dr. Tulinage, and uian,v M mpatiiles are 
Mined and memories recalled. 
The 


text ih Solomon's SongO, <•: "There are 
threes-ore queens." 
, So Solomon, by one stroke, set forth 
the imperial character of u true C'hrib- 
tian woman. She is, uot a blave, not a 
hireling, uot a subordinate, but a queen. 
In a former bertuou 1 showed ,vou that 
crown and courtly attendants,'and im- 
perial wardrobe were not neces-Min, to 
make a queen, but that grace*, of the 
heart and life will give coronation to 
any woman. I showed you at once at 
some length that woman's jw.sition was 
higher in the world than man's, and 
that although she had often been de- 
nied the right of suffrage, she always 
did vote, and always would vote by her 
influence, and that her thief 
desire 


ought to be that she should have grace 
rightly to rule in the dominion which 
(she has already won. 1 began an enu- 
meration of some of her rights, and now 
1 resume the subject. 


In the first place woman has the spe- 


cial and the superlative right of bless- 
ing and comforting the sick. 
What 


land, what street, what house, ha1" not 
felt the huntings of disease'.1 Tens of 
thousands of sickbeds,! What shall we 
do with them? 
Shall man, w i t h his 


rough hand and clumsy foot, go stum- 
bling around the sickroom, tnmg to 
soothe the distracted nerves and al- 
leviate the pains of the distressed pa- 
tient'.1 
The young man at college may 


scoff at the idea of beiii" under mater- 
nal influences, but at the first blast of 
typhoid frier on his cheek he i-avi: 
"Where 
is mother'.1" 
\\alter Scott 


wrote partly in satire and partly in 
compliment: 


Oh, woman, in our hours of ease. 
Uncertain, coy and hard to please, 
When pain and anguish wring the brow, 
A ministering angel thou! 
1 think the most pathetic passage in 


all the Bible is the description of the 
lad who went out to the harvest field 
of Shunem and got sunstruck—press- 
ing his hands on his temple1- and crying 


out: 
"Oh, my head! My bead!" And thej 


said: "Carry him to his mother." And 
then the record is: 
"He sat on her 


knees till noon and then died." 


It is an awfnl thing to be ill away 


from home in a strange hotel, once in 
awhile men coming in to look at you, 
holding their hand over their mouth for 
fear they will catch the contagion. How 
roughly they turn you in bed. 
How 


loudly they talk. How you long for the 
ministries of home. 1 know one such 
who went away from one of the bright- 
est homes for several weeks' business 
absence at tlte west. A telegram came 
at midnight that he was on his death- 
bed far away from home. By express 
train the wife and daughters 
came 


westward, but they went too late. He 
fear"ed not to die, but he was in an 
agony to live until his family got there. 
He tried to bribe the doctor to make 
him live a little while longer. He said: 
"I am willing to die. but not alone." 
But tHe pulses fluttered, the eyes i losed. 
and the heart stopped. 
The express 


trains met in the midnight, wife and 
daughters, going westward, lifeless re- 
mains of husband and father coming 
eastward. 
Oh, it was a sad, 
pitiful, 


overwhelming spectacle! 
When we 


are sick, we want to be sick at home. 
When the time comes to die, we want 
to die at home. 
The room may be very 


humble, and the faces that look fnto 
ours may be very plain, but who cares 
for that? 
Loving hands to bathe the 


temples. Loving voices to speak good 
cheer. Loving lips to read the comfort- 
ing promises of Jesus. 


In our civil war men cast the cannon, 


men fashioned musketry, men cried to 
the hosts: 
"Forward, march!" men 


hurled their battalions on the sharp 
edges of the enemy, crying: "Charge, 
charge!" But woman scraped the lint. 
woman administered the cordials, wom- 
an watched the dying couch, woman 
wrote the last message to the home cir- 
cle, woman wept at the solitary burial, 
attended by herself and four men with 
a spade. We greeted the generals home 
with brass bands and triumphal arches 
and wild huzzas; but the story is too 
good to be written anywhere, save in 
the chronicles of Heav en. of M rs. Brailv, 
who came down among the sick in the 
swamps of the Chickahonnny; of Annie 
Koss in the cooper shop hospital; of 
Margaret Breckinridge. who came to 
men who had been for weeks w i t h their 
wounds undressed, some of them tro/eu 
to the ground, and when she turned 
them over those that had an arm left 
waved it and filled the nir w i t h their 
"hurrah!" of Mrs. Hodge, who came 
from Chicago with blankets and with 
pillows until the men shouted: "Three 
€'herrs for the Christian commission! 
God bless the women at home;" then 
sitting down to take the last message: 
"Tell my wife not to fret about me, but 
to meet me in tteaven: tell her to train 
up the boys whom we have loved so 
•well; tell her we shall meet again in the 
good land; tell her to bear my loss like 
the Christian wife of a Christian sol- 
dier;" and of Mrs. Shelton, into whose 
face the convalescent soldier looked and 
said: 
"Your grapes and 
cologne 


cured me." 


And so it was also through all of our 


var with Spain—women heroic on the 
field, braving death and wounds to reach 
the fallen, watching by their fever cots 
in the West Indian hospitals or on the 
troopships or in our smitten home 
camps. Men did their work with shot 
and shell and carbine and howitzer; 
women did their work with socks and 
•Uppers and bandages and warm drinks 
•nd Scripture texts and gentle strokings 
of the hot temples and stories of that 
land where they never have any pain. 
Men knelt down over the wounded ind 
•aid: "On which side did you fightV' 


totU lUrna over tto wounded 


and said: "Where are you hurt V What 
nice thing can 1 make for vou to eat? 
What makes you cry ?" To-night while 
we men are sound asleep in our bed*, 
there-V.JJ1 be a light in yonder lofi; 
there will be groaning down that dark 
alley; there will be cries of distress in 
that cellar. Men will sleep, and women 
will watch. 


Again, woman has a special right to 


taJke care of the poor. There are hun- 
dreds and thousands of them all over 
the land. There is a kind of work that 
men cannot do for the poor. Here comes 
a group of little barefoot children to the 
door of the Dorcas society. They need 
to be closed and provided for. Which 
of these directors of banks would know 
how many yards it would take to make 
that little girl a dress? Which of these 
masculine hands could tit a hat to that 
little girl's head? Which of the wise 
men would know how totieon that new 
pair of shoes? Man sometimes gives hi" 
charity in a rough way, and it falls like 
the fruit of a tree in the east, which 


fruit comes down so heavily that 
it 


breaks the skull of the man who i>, try- 
ing to gather it. But woman glides so 
softly into the house ol destitution and 
finds out all the sorrows of the place 
and puts so quietly the donation on tin 
table that all the fauulv come out on 
the front btep.s as she departs e\peit- 
ing that from under her shawl '•he will 
thrust out two wings and go right up 
toward Heaven, from whence .she set in- 
to have come dow n. 


() Christian young woman, it 
you 


would nidkcyourselt happy and VMII the 
blessing of Christ, go out timuiig the 
destitute. A loot' of bread or a buuillc 
of socks may make a hoim ly load to 
carry, but the angels of dod will come 
out to watch and the Lord Almighty w i l l 
give His messenger host- a iluirue. ,-,,v- 
ing: "Look (Kit for that woman: can- 
opy her with your wings anil shcltt r lit ,- 
from all harm," and while you au seat- 
ed in the house of destitution ui'd suf- 
fering the little ones aroin.d the ioo:n 
will whisper: 
"Who is she'.' Ain't she 


beautiful!" And if jou will listen right 
sharply you w i l l hear dripping d o w n 
through the leaky roof and rolliuy o v i r 
the rotten stairs the an»el chant th.it 
shook Bethlehem: 
"lilory to (iod in 


the highest, and on eaith peace, good 
will to men." 


Can you tell me why a Christian wom- 


an going down among the haunts of 
iniquity on a (hristian errand 
never 


meets with any indignity ? 
I stood in 


the chapel of Helen 
Chalmers, 
the 


daughter of the celebrated Dr. Chal- 
mers, in the most abandoned part of I lie 
city of Edinburgh, and I said to her us 
I looked around upon the fearful sur- 
roundings of that place: 
"Do you 


come here nights to hold a service'.'" 
"Oh, yes," she said. "Can it be possible 
that you never meet w i t h an insult 
while performing 
this C h r i s t i a n er- 


rand'.1" 
"Never," she said, "never." 


That young woman who has her father 
by her side walking down the street, 
armed police at each corner. i.s not so 
well defended as that Christian woman 
who goes forth on Gospel work into the 
haunts of-hriqtirty Tarrying the liibles 
and bread, dod, with th'e red right arm 
of His wrath omnipotent, would tear 
to pieces any one w ho should offer indig- 
nity to her. He would smite him with 
lightnings and drown him w i t h floods 
and swallow him w i t h earthquakes and 
damn him with eternal indignations. 


Some one said: "I dislike very much 


to see that Christian woman teaching 
those bad boys in the mission school. 1 
am afraid to have her instruct them." 
"So," said another man, "I am afraid 
too." 
Said the first: "1 am afraid they 


will use vile language before they leave 
the place." "Ah," said the other man, 
"I am not afraid of that. 
What 1 am 


afraid of is, thai if any of those boys 
fchould use a bad word iu her presence 
the other boys would tear him to piects 
and kill him on the spot.' That woman 
is the best sheltered w ho is sheltered by 
the Lord (iod Almighty, and you need 
never fear going anjwhere where God 
tells you to go". 


It seems as if the Lord had ordained 


woman for an especial work in the so- 
licitation of charities. 
Hacked up by 


barrels in which there is no flour, ard 
by stoves iit which there is no fire, ami 
by wardrobes in which there are no 
clothes, a woman is irresistible. 1'a-s- 
ing on her errand, (iod says to her: 
"You go into that hank or store or shop 
and get the money." She goes in and 
pets it. The man is hard listed, but she 
gels it.

No need 01 your t u r n i n g your back and 
pro tending you don't heiir; y o u do hear. 
There is no need of your say ing you art- 
begged to death,

Again, 1 have to tell you that it is u

She i.s 
called the weaker vessel, but all pro- 
fane as well ns sacred history attests 
that when the crisis comes she is better 
prepared than man to meet (he emer- 
gency. 
How often you have seen 
a 


woman, who (teemed to be a disciple of 
frivolity and indolence, who,

ine. 
Oh, what a great mistake those 


business men make who never tell their 
business troubles to their wives! There 
comes some great loss to their store, 
or some of their companions in busi- 
ness play them a sad trick, and they 
carry the burden all alone.

do good to his fellow-men.

really living the most practical life, the 
only life that is worthy of a thinking 
man, the life that blends easily and 
naturally with that which lies beyond 
the grave in everlasting brightness and 
beauty.—Oliver A. Kingsbury, in N, Y.

"I suppose the English all have 


their opinion as to our Philippine 
policy, but I did not discuss the mat- 
ter with any one.

Mr. Norir.an was just coming down 


stairs on his way home, and he paused 
as he went by the door of the delivery 
room and looked in. 


"What's the matter here, George?" 


he asked the clerk as he noted the un- 
usual confiiMon 


"The boys say they can't sell any 


copies of The News tonight because the 
prir.efight is not in it," replied George. 
looking curiously at the editor, as so 
many of the employees had done during 
the day. 


Mr Norman hesitated a moment, 


then walked into the room and con- 
fronted the boys. 


"How many papers are there here, 


boys? Count them out. and I'll buy 
them tonight."

column of coTinpicnont ,t<ivmHng and 
paying for it a very large price 


•Award Norman laid this letter tow* 


wry thoughtfully, and then altar * mo- 
ment be took up a copy of hto paper 
ud looked through the advertising col- 
umns. There was no connection im- 
plied in the tobacco merchant'* letter 
between the omission of the prizefight 
and the withdrawal of the advertise- 
ment, bnt he could not avoid putting 
the two together. In point of fact, he 
afterward learned that the tobacco derni- 
er withdrew his advertisement because 
he had heard that the editor of The 
News was about to enter upon some 
queer reform policy that would be cer- 
tain to reduce its subscription list 


Bnt the letter directed Norman's at- 


tention to the advertising phase of his 
paper. He had not considered thia be- 
fore. As he glanced over the columns 
he could not escape the conviction that 
Jesns conld not permit come of them in 
his paper. What wonld Jesus do with 
that other long advertisement of liquor T 
Raymond enjoyed a system of high li- 
cense, and the saloon end the billiard 
hall and the beer garden were a part of 
the city's Christian civilization. He 
was simply doing what every other 
business roan in Raymond did, and it 
was one of the best paying sources of 
revenue.

peseta per man per day. The allow-j 
once was more liberal than that for j 
the Spanisli prisoners, every one of j 
whom wns allotted one-half peseta j 
per day. There were fully two thous- j 
and of the latter at Bigau, Gnrza; 
lays, nnd all prisoners, Spanish and 
American, showed the effect of the 
confinement and the poor nnd 
in- 


sufficient food. He Is quoted as say- 
ing that the natives could not stand 
such hardship and such fare much 
longer. 


Garza also described the extent of 


the force at Bigau, where fully 8,000 
Filipinos nro under arms. Some of 
the weapons are Mausers, with which 
the troops on the line are being 
equipped steadily. 


Gnrza also'reports'tliat the Fili- 


pinos in some instances were equip- 
ped with the uniform of Americans, 
including the'cork helmet. These ar-

Edward Norman laid this letter down 


I rery tbonghtfully, and then «ft«r t mo- 
ment be took up a copy of his paper 
and looked through the advertising col- 
umns. There waa no connection im- 
plied in the tobacco merchant's letter 
between the omission of the prizefight 
and tho withdrawal of the advertise- 
ment, bnt he could not ovoid putting 
the two together.

COLOMBO, Ceylon, Aug. 7.—Except 


for the rikshus and bnllock carts in its 
streets, Colombo resembles in general 
appearance Honolulu. The likeness be- 
tween the trees, buildings and lawns of 
the two cities impresses the traveler at 
once. Colombo is not so clean or well 
kept as its Bister British city of Singa- 
pore. The reason nndonbtedly is that 
in Colombo there is little or no Chinese 
labor. For street cleaning and repair- 
ing and all rongh work the island of 
Ceylon depends on the somewhat indif- 
ferent nml fitful efforts of the natives 
of the land. The Chinese aro tho most 
indefatigable workers on tho earth. 
They are invulnerable to heat or cold 
or wet or dry. 


They hoed not jibes or kicks or cuffs; 


they are on business bent The dirtiest 
nml most unpleasant task, work no 
white man would tonch, they tackle 
and accomplish with neatness and dis- 
patch. Iu every department of industry

they supplant the Mulay. 
Circum- 


stances alter cases, and the cnso is al- 
ways adapted by tho wise man to the 
circumstance. Ae disastrous u mistake 
•B onr government could nmke would 
be to extend the Chinese exclusion act 
to the Philippines. Iu thooo fertile in- 
lands thero is OH much rongh work, 
cutting, clearing, Bawiug and planting, 
tut thero was in the TTnitoI Stntcfl 50 
years ago. Whito met) cannot do this 
work; Filipinos-Will not. White men 
can plan and direct the work with rich 


• results. Chinamen will perform -the 
heavy taslu cheaply and thoroughly. 
They only Wfltt the chunce. 
Under 


proper restrictions Chinese should bo 
admitted to all parts of tho Philippines. 
Thousands of them are already culled 
for as cooks, loborem and general sorv- 
nnts, bnt the,military government feels 
bound to deny them'entrnnco to Ihoso 
islands, where they cannot coma in 
competition with tho white man be- 
cause of the law that excludes them 
from the states where they cnn. 


In and about Singapore the Chinese 


race ia probably to bo soen under as 
favorable nnspicea as anywhere. Thero 
they are neither beaten, tortured, op- 
pressed nor overtaxed. 
Tho British 


Straits Settlements nro good enough for 
them. They do not go homo to die from 
that country, nor aro they taken home 
to bo buried. They remain in the Brit- 
ish colony generation after generation 
and become well grown, fat and rich. 
Some of tho wealthiest merchants in 
Singapore are Chinamen. Their partic- 
ular extravagance is fine Australian 
horses. So soon as a man becomes rich 
in tho orient, oven in the Philippines, 
his first desire is to got a carriage and 
saddle horses from Australia. The ani- 
mals arc magnificent and tho finest of 
them in Singhporo have Chinese own- 
ers. Of an afternoon tlie prosperous 
Chinaman packs somo of his children 
and an assortment of his wives into n 
handsome carriage and takes them out 
to drive bohiiicl a pair of high steppers 
that one wonld turn to look at even in 
Central park. 


Tho inflhenco.of western civilization 


on these people is manifest notably in 
the increased consideration given to 
Chinese girl children hy their fathers 
in Singapore. The Chinese paterfamilias 
will take by tho hand his little daugh- 
ter, freshly* batlted and in silken attire 
and with ivory tjins stuck through her 
midnight hair(";and promenade the park 
walks with as hinch pride unit affec- 
tion as an American father might do. 
Girl stock is riaing among tho Chinese 
of .the British .^traits Settlements—ris- 
ing decidedly, i 


In Colombo a new fashion of mascu- 


line back hair presents itself among the 
Cingalese Budnhista. You will enter a 
shop and see. there a handsome man, im- 
maculately groomed and dressed perfect- 
ly in European 'Style. From his patent 
leathers upward to his graceful, curling 
mustache that shines black against his 
ivory huetl cheek thero is nothing queer 
about him'—not till yon coma to his 
hair. It is as long as a woman's, is oiled 
and swept smoothly back from his mar- 
ble brow and pinned in a. coil at tho 
back of his neck. His head from tomple 
to terrtplo is encircled with n tortoise 
shell comb of -the aizo mid shnpe of a 
child's round comb, such as little girla 
wear to keep tho hair out of their eyes. 
Yon have no idea what a queer, crazy 
effect thd 'first sight of one of these 
heads, round comb, coil of hair, mus- 
tache and nil has on n foreigner. Real- 
ly, ought not the British government 
to pnan a regulation prohibiting men 
from uiiaexing themselves in that wayl 
But all tho name white men don't know 
what possibilities in tho way of ern»- 


nient'itlon they lose in depriving them- 
selves of their back hair. 


Mr. U. W, Htwvens observes of the 


Arabs of the upper Nile that the morn 
hair they wear the less clothing they 
consider nwi'ssary. It is true of the 
Cingalese of the lower classes. If « fel- 
low's hair is Ions enough to cover his 
neck and shoclders. his clothing con- 
sists-: frequently of u string, that's all. 


In Colombo aro aged men who I im- 


agine must look like the old Hebrew 
prophets. 
Dignified :iml silent, with 


white beards and finely cut features, 
they stride through the streets in their 
Inngisb petticoats and bare or sandaled 
feet, with rapt eyes, looking as though 
they might at any moment break forth 
into vaticination or denunciation, bnt 
hardly bearing the appearance of good 
providers and family men, in which re- 
spect I am sure again they resemble the 
ancient prophets. 
If an artist wants 


to paint a Habakkuk ur Exekiol, or 
even a Jonah and the Whale, let him 
conic to Colombo for bin model. 


As climbers and junipers the little 


brown fellows of Asia and the south 
sea islands excel tho white man. Per- 
haps they aro not so far removed from 
a common monkey ancestor as tho whito 
man is. A cocoanut tree trunk is al- 
most as smooth as a flagstaff and as 
slim, and the fruit is SO feet above the 
ground, yet the Malay and the Ceylon 
natives shin up it with wonderful dex- 
terity and rapidity. 


Every shade of brown man and yel- 


low man on the planet ia represented in 
these sonth Asiatic cities; likewise ev- 
ery shade of theology—Mohammedan, 
Pareee, Brahman, Buddhist, JOSH and 
Christian. Tho Tamils ;iro a race of In- 
dia who frequently wear gold buttons 
in their noses. 
IE these buttoned tho 


nostrils together to prevent tho entrance 
of some of tho thousand and one bad 
smells that haunt tho brown man's 
cities, thero would bo some reason and 
sense to them. Bnt they don't. 
They 


are only stuck into one tside. 


Tho blackest of thy brtiwn men I 


have as yet seen are tho Ciiif'.ileso, or 
natives of Ceylon. David said all men 
were liurs. and I don't wonder at it-, 
for he lived in Asia and knew his peo- 
ple. Patting it mildly, I should say 
that all the native races in this part of 
the world are born thieves and linn*, 
2,v: ept the Japs und Chinese and high 
cacto indians. And of these congenital 
thieves and liars tho Cingalese of tho 
lower class are the worst, regular dou- 
ble dyed, infernal rascals, with no more 
idea of right and wrong than u monkey 
lias—that, too, although in the city of 
Colombo alone thero aro 1? Cliristiau 
churches. 
Somo of them were estab- 


lulled hero before tho writing of tho 
liytnn about *'spicy breezes blowing 
soft o'er Ceylon'a isle." Of all tho isles 
of the east, however, tho Philippines 
iiro the richest and tho most productive, 
likewise "spicy." 


Ono institution in Colombo impressed 


me greatly. It was tho nowly establish- 
ed Lady Havelock hospital for women 
and children. 
Here in tho heart of 


Asiatic filth and degradation it raises 
its modest head, clean, pnro and airy, 
a blessed charity to those who havo no 
charity for themselves, tho gift of white 
women to brown women in a country 
whore brown women are held as no 
more than dogs. 
Jt is imperlntcnded 


altogether by women; the surgeon in 
charge and all tho staff doctors are 
women. It is always full to overflowing 
and is not nearly largo enough to ac- 
commodate the wretched ones who creep 
to its doors. 


But I saw no mahatmas in Ceylon, 


not a maliat. Neither could I find any- 
body else who had seen one, though I 
mado special inquiry and though Co- 
lombo is heart and head center of their 
movements, I begin to think thero is 
more knowledge of tho movements of 
Indian ninhatmas in Brooklyn and Cin- 
cinnati than tliero i« in India itself. 


Ono illustration herowfth given shows 


natives picking tea leaves on a Ceylon 
plantation, their heads covered with 
white draping to protect them from the 
sun. Tea planting is flourishing in tlie 
island and Ceylon tea in Ceylon is the 
best I ever tasted. Bnt the coffoe raising 
industry in the orient has gono to abso- 
lute smash, it is believed everlastingly. 
The reason is that coffeo planters in the 
east cannot compete with the South and 
Central American countries. 
These 


pour out the berry in such abundance

Last year Brazil alone raised coffee 
enough to supply tho wholo earth and 
half as much again.

matter was bring seriously discussed. 
Mr. Howe was confronted with the ar- 
gument Unit since ho had made the 
suggestion lie should curry it out. He 
decided to do su. and, with the assist- 
ance of ihe citizens of Atehisoii, a corn 
carnival was given and lias since been 
it Kansas event wlicn crops have been 
plentiful enough to warrant It. Last 
year's was the lirst corn crop that did 
not warrant a carnival, but this year a 
re-cord breaking corn crop will be cele- 
brated by a reeonj breaking corn carni- 
val. It will be the fourth carnival, and 
if It proves ns much hriiclit to Kansas 
and develops as many new fuels about 
corn as have previous carnivals its 
value will be too threat to bo estimated 
In dollars and rents. 


Tlie corn carnival linn resulted In 


Bttmr.lalilig a greatly increased Inter- 
est In roi'ii growic;; In Kansas and Ne- 
braska. It has brought out many in 
tfM'Pfithilr e.tpcrlments; it lias resulted 
In n vastly increased acreage of corn 
In those stale* and has incidentally 
made iiot'tbcrn Kansas a cattle fnlton 
Ing ennntry. It lias brought hundreds 
of families to northwestern Kansas, 
heretofore known only as a barren 
waste,.' but where wonderful crops 
have bi-en grown for several years 
past, one year's yield paying for tho 
Kind in many instances. It lias demon 
strut I'd that the finest hats can be 
made of cornhtisUs and that corn, corn 
husks and cornstalks have wonderful 
possibilities for decorative purposes. 


This year the acreage of corn sown 


in Kanrns was probably the greatest 
in Its history, and the yield of corn to 
tin) acre will be enormous. Karly Ii 
August the yield was estimated at 
over HOO.000.000 bushels by I,. Oortcl- 
3*ou, president of the Kansas Grain 
Dealers' association, and by the state 
department of agriculture. The condi 
tlons continued perfect, rains coming 
just when needed, and not a Held of 
com hi Kansas was injured In any w 
Cornstalks grow to Incredible heights, 
and big, heavy ears of corn developed 
which hung over and threatened to 
tear themselves loose from their source 
of nourishment 
The station agent of 


the Missouri Pacillc railroad at Downs, 
Kan.( cut n cornstalk which measured 
'.22 feet'and 4 Inches, nearly equal 
the American record of 22 feet and fi 
inches, held by Tennessee. It was in 
tlie middle' of August that this stalk 
was'ciil, and the corn had not attained 
Its fullgrowih, and the Tennessee rec- 
ord will-In all probability be beaten in 
numerous instances before the Atchl- 
son corn1 carnival Is held. 


It would bo Interesting to know just 


how milch corn Kansas will raise, but 
it'will be impossible to get the correct 
figures', and Kansans' must bo satisfied 
with 'the feeling llmt it is the largest 
ever grown in the United States, and 
no doubt an equally large crop of corn 
has never been raised anywhere on au 
equal amount 6f hind In any country. 


Estimating the Kansas corn crop at 


300,066,000 bushels, it would take 000,- 
000 cars of ttO.OUO pounds capacity to 
move 1t.

they would reach 21,000,000 feet, 01

Heretofore the corn carnival 


beetVht'ld on only one day, as there art 
not feVilHcie.nt accommodations in Atchi 
son'for the 'thousands of people who1 at- 
tend, but this year a sort of prelim 
liiflry will be :glv(!ii on 'the day pro 
codlhg by ",T. I*. I'omeroy, a Cripple 
OreeU iiilllioiiaii-c, who formerly livec 
iu Kansas, and who Is enthUBlnstU 
over the progress mado by the stale 
In tile corn Indifstry. The corn carnl 
vnl will eonsequeiilly be held on the 
20th rind 2Ist of'September, the Ilrsi 
being romeroy day. Mr. Pomeroy wli 
pay for band concerts liy two of Hit 
best bands in the west, free,vaudeville 
shown, an ehiboraln dispiny of lire 
works, etc'. This dny Is meant to bring 
n fotv thousand visitors to Alchison; 
Just about us ninny as ran find ac- 
commodations. All the railroads run 


sperlal trains from a radius f>t about 
800 miles for the corn carnival p'-op- 
ei hiaking the round trip fare so small 
t l i t It is practically nothing. 
The 


tr.i us usually start Hie afternoon be- 
foA* tho carnival, and all night lung 
ciotvds of excursionists are picked up 
at the little depots ;ilong the line. 
When tliu t:-ah: arrives in Alchison it is 
in half a (jo:'.en sections and is met by 
bands and a howling, hilarious, good 
uatured. corn throwing crowd. The ex- 
cursionists knowing what to expect 
have provided themselves wlih shelled 
corn to throw at the <rowd in return 
nud have caught the enthusiasm before 
leaving their seats. 


In town, little greets the view but 


decorations of corn. 
Km ire buildings 


arc covered 
with designs 
in corn, 


cornstalks or cornhusks, and It would 
not bo out of place to describe many ol 
Hie effects as very beautiful. 
Corn, 


husks and stalks arc used In mitkinu 
hundreds of different designs in shor, 
windows. There is no limit lo thell 
possibilities. 
Houses. 
landscapes, 


oceans, and even portraits, are worked 
out In corn. Any costume can be made 
of cornhnsks. At the last carnival the 
policemen wore corn helmets and car- 
ried cornstalks for clubs. Women ap- 
peared 
in snowy cornlmsk dresses, 


fashioned in a hundred different ways. 
A /ulu with coruhusk hrccchcloiil ap- 
peared here, and a shock of com ap- 
parently flouting through the air ap- 
peared there, and, in fact, fantastic 
costumes loo numerous to reinembei 
were in evidence at every turn. The 
visitor passes business houses with 
portieres made of shelled cornbeads, 
creating an effect wonderful in Its rich 
ness. The varied effects produced with 
coruhusks and stalks are the marvel- 
ous feature of the carnival. They arc 
so fantastic or beautiful us to defy de- 
scription. 
Corn will lake on a high 


polish, and (lie colors blend so perfect- 
ly that the most Indifferent 
effort 


brings striking results. 


An Atchison milliner makes a busi- 


ness of making bonnets of corn and 
cornhusks. 
Her huts run not be dis- 


tinguished from other hats and they 
are cheaper. 
The cornhnsks cnn be 


colored and they are easily worked u]i 
into any form. She Is now engaged In 
making cornhusk bonnets for Queen 
Victoria, Mrs. William McKinloy and 
Miss Helen Gould, which are to be sent 
with her compliments In a few days. 
Dolls can be made of coruhusks which 
are strikingly beautiful. 


AH kinds of (lowers are made of 


cornhuslis, from the dninty violet to 
the

chrysanthemum. 
The 


husks color, easily and an;1 very pliable, 
holding their uhape even letter than 
the costly Imported tissue paper made 
for the purpose.

This year the corn carnival will he 


much- more elaborate than any pro 
vious event, and tlie town will be al- 
most literally hidden in corn decora- 
tions. 
Even the old town cannon, 


which has been allowed to stand neg- 
lected and rusting for 80 years, 1ms 
been resurrected and repaired and will 
appear In the parade, completely clad 
In cornliusk flowers. 


Many of Ihe towns In northern Kan- 


sas will have features in the corn car- 
nival parade, which will be fully two 
miles long. The expense of the con 
carnival is always very light. At tho 
last carnival ? 1,000 was subscribed 
and $200 of tho- amount remained un- 
used.

When cotton Hells as 
low as it has for the past few yearn, ft 
is a great problem how the plan torn of 
the south can subsist.

awakened peoples of China and Japan 
can be induced to draw on us for their 
increasingly large demand for raw cot- 
ton, it seems tu me that for n limo at 
least our country cannot but bo rery 
materially benefited. 


"Both China and Japan are now 


manufacturing col ton c-loth. 
In 18S1-1 


Japan had about ,*iOO,U(>0 spindles. Then 
the war broke out wlih China, »nd a 
great manufacturing Impulse followed 
Its termination. 
Since that year the 


number of spindles has increased so 
that now they have 1.500.00". While 
there lias been an overproduction of 
cotton mills the industry Is on a stable 
basis. Some of these mills merely pro- 
duce cotton yarn, which Is exported to 
China, where It is woven by cheap la- 
bor into the lower grades of cloth. 


"China Is somewhat behind her Japa- 


nese neighbor and appears to make 
slower progress. 
Vet China, has be- 


tween 450,000 and 500,000 spindles.

A young man of 127 who has written 


what may be called "tho book of tli'i 
vear" Is certainly ;i personage of pub- 
ic interest. Such is Winston Churchill, 
iiithor of "Ulchard Carvel." 


The writer of this truly American 


novel which Is being so widely read 
ind talked about Is new to literature. 
lie has produced but one previous 
book and that of rattier u light na- 
ture. But "Uichard Carvel" has boost- 
ed him well up among the popular na- 
tive novelists, and his fortune, If not 
his lasting fame. Is already assured. 


Mr. Churchill conies of old Puritan 


stock. He IK descended on his father's 
side from John Churchill, who settled 
it Plymouth, Mass.. hi 1041, and on his 
mother's side both from John Dwight, 
the founder of Dedham, Mass., aud 
from Jonathan Edwards. 
Thus he Is 


ilcrived from good English stock long 
resident upon the soil, ami this good 
Mood has, moreover, proved sensitive to 
the lluid Influences of American life. 
The original families scattered, of 
course, ami Mr. Churchill's immediate 
relatives found their way to St. Louis, 
where he was born In 1871. 


From Smith academy In that city he 


went to the Naval academy at An- 
uapolls. Before his graduation he had 
made up his mind that he did not want 
to spend his life in the navy, that his 
ubilities lay in the line of writing and 
that fiction was his vocation. 


After working on The Army ami 


Navy Journal he joined the staff oC 
The Cosmopolitan and lived at Irving- 
ton-on-t lie-Hudson, working steadily 
on the magazine, hut nut continuing Ills 
'.\ycriinents In lietiou. He never tried 
lo get auy of his lirst work published, 
nnd It is not now In existence, so that 
he is in the rare position of a novelist 
who has scored a ^rait success with- 
out having any early sins to rise up 
and license him. 


While he was living nt Irvlngton ho 


married a wealthy young Ilidy from 


WINSTON CHURCHILL. 


his native city. He was no longer 
obliged to spend his life doing hack 
work, but he united with his rare good, 
fortune much rarer good sense. 
Ho 


was ambitious not only to write good. 
BlorloH, but to write the very best 
books of which he was capable—to do 
something really worth while. 


While he was living In St. Louis, aft- 


er leaving The Cosmopolitan, he hlroJ 
n room In an office building and went 
down to It and ground away as regu- 
larly as if he had had a set of books to 
keep instead of a novel to write. He 
went to Virginia nnd Maryland and 
studied up tlie country and tho old rec- 
ords with great thoroughness, and he 
nlao rend a vast amount oC history jiud 
other literature which gave the spirit 
of the period, both before ho began 
"Richard Carvel" nnd while it was 011 
the stocks. 


Last winter, froin October to April, 


when he was writing tlie book from 
beginning to end for the fifth time, he 
was living on the Hudson about 30 
miles from New York. During those 
months he went to the cliy only five 
times. He worked from breakfast to 1 
o'clock, then for some hours 
after 


luncheon. 
Late In ttie afternoon he 


took a long horseback ride, and after 
dinner, he went nt his work again,, 
keeping it up until very late. 


After (hushing his work in connec- 


tion with "Richard Carvel" last spring 
Mr. Churchill, with his wife and child, 
went up lo the beautiful little village 
of Cornish, N. II., where he had pur- 
chased a. largo farm on high ground on 
the banks of the Connecticut, Just op- 
posite Windsor, Vt. The estate lies la 
a, beautiful situation, partly surround- 
ed by mountains. 


There he is now at work on another 


.iovel. Ho has built for himself a little 
writing den, not In the attic or In somo 
remote corner of the house, but out iu 
the fields. Into this he retires at regu- 
lar Intervals and grinds away. 
He 


says he does not intend to bo hurried la 
his work and means to take Just ns 
much pains with this book as with his 
first successful novel.

Mr. Bryan reached the hall earl; 
the evening and surprised the pro 


gram committee of the Civic Federa 
turn conference on trusts by declin 
ng; to speak at the night 
sessioi 


with Bourke Cockraii in accordanc 
.-ith the program 
previously 


ranged. 
Mr. Bryan explained tha 


iie did not wish to let the impressioi 
go out that he was to enter into 
debate with Mr. Cockran. For thti 
re;1 son he said he would not speal 
with Mr. Cockraii at the same ses 
sioii. Mr. Cockran was sent for an' 
be and Mr. Bryan discussed the situ 
ation privately. 
Mr. Bryan nsserte< 


that he never said he would follow 
Mr. Cockran with an address on tli 
same evening. If the committeemei 
got that impression from the conver- 
sation be had with them over th 
long-distance 
telephone 
Thursday 


he snid they 
misunderstood 
him 


Mr. Cockran wanted to talk at tin 
same session wkh the noted Nebras 
kail and offered to flip a coin to de 
terniine who should have the pri 
lege of closing the 
address. 
Mr 


Bryan would not accept this proposi 
tion. 
Mr. Cockran then agreed t< 


appear at any time the committee de 
sired.

changed to meet Mr. Bryan's wishes 


Though disappointed in failing- t< 


see such a spectacle as Bryan anc 
Cockraii pitted ngainst each other 
the audience nevertheless enjoyed a 
rare treat, as Mr. Cockran was at his 
best and his speech was pimctuatec 
with frequent nnd 
prolonged 
a'p- 


plausc. 


When Mr. Bryan made his appear- 


ance at the entrance it was the signa' 
for tumultous cheering, which lastec 
until the Nebraskan had taken his 
seat on the speakers' stand. 
Mr 


Foulke, of Indiana, who was in the 
middle of nn address when the out- 
burst occurred, put the. audience in 
good humor by remarking: 


'I guess you came here tonight to 


hear somebody else speak." 


MR. COCKRAN PRESENTED. 
The choir then introduced the Hon 


W. Bourke Cockran, oC New York, 
who was given an ovation. 


At the close of his speech the New 


Yorker won the hearts of his listen- 
ers by paying Mr. Bryan a few well 
chosen compliments, which the dem- 
ocratic leader blushingly acknowl- 
edged. 
Mr. Cockraii likened Mr. 


Bryan to a monopoly and claimed he 
was a bigger monopoly as the lea.de 
of the democratic party than any 
financial corporation in the world. 
Mr. Cockran spoke for about two 
liours, and when he concluded, cries 
for Bryan came from all over the 
liouse. 
Finally Mr. Bryan arose and 


said that for the good of the confer- 
ence all partisan feeling should "be 
eliminated from the gathering, nnd 
although he agreed with Mr. Cock- 
•an in many of his arguments, it was 
icccssaiy that his side of the contro- 
versy should be given tomorrow- 


Mr. Cockraii began by saying that 


no person who had heard the ad- 
' dresses before the conference during 
the last, three clays could doubt for a 
moment that the object of the gath- 
ering was an honest search for truth. 
He complimented the representatives 
from the labor organisations and the 
National Grange upon the papers 
contributed by them, and said that he 
had become convinced that the labor- 
ers who spoke had a better concep- 
tion of economic law than their em- 
ployers. 


He snid that one of the greatest 


difficulties in n philosophical inquiry 
was the use of vague sonorous and 
misleading 
phrases 
which raise 


clouds 
of 
passionate 
declamation 


about the difficulty, or the problem, 
obscuring its outlines and mngnify- 
| ing its dimensions. 
He would en- 


| deavor, for the purpose of establish- 


j ing an intelligent basis of discussion, 


free from those terms, to define pros- 
perity as an abundance of commo- 
dities, fairly distributed among those 
who produce them. 


In 
concluding his 
address Mr. 


Cockran snid: 


"My friends, these are my sugges- 


tions: 


"Publicity for corporate misman- 


agement; prohibition under penalties 
for special favors, right of action 
against any corporation whose ser- 
vice is suspended, except an absolute 
defense proved that it wns at all 
times ready to discuss with its em- 
ployes questions nt issue between 
them, by agencies of their selection. 
All men are engnged In civilized life 
in n great scheme of co-operation in 
wliich the activity of every man is 


of vital importance to all the rest. 
We are told today that this close co- 
operation would bring about social- 
ism. 
I have no fear of that word. 


If the greater development of man's 
mortality and genius brings him so 
far as he will work as well for the 
common good as he would for his 
own and we have just the same impe- 
tus for industry us we have had, so- 
cialism would not frighten me, for 
my friends, I believe that we are all 
bound together by one common in- 
dustry, in one common partnership. 
Our patience, our vanities, our hopes, 
our ambitions are but the delusions 
which bind us to the care of human 
progress, making each one of us dis- 
charge some tribute which we owe 
to all humanity. 
(Applause.) 


"If I were asked to define the econ- 


omic effect of humanity that wliich 
makes this civilization a Christian 
civilization, I should say it was the 
substitution of free labor for slavery. 
The free laborer enjoys a fare shave 
of the prosperity which has been cre- 
ated by his toil. Thank Heaven we 
have turned away from the question 
of foreign war and exterior boundaries 
to internal conditions and domestic 
prosperity. I do not fear any ques- 
tion that arises from this prosperity. 
I do not fear the spectre of socialism 
or anything else that can be conjured. 


Sufficient unto today, that we have 


already achieved a splendid progress. 
We have extended the principle of 
brotherhood arid co-operation into our 
industrial system, for it is that which 
underlies it; it is the origin of this 
industrial system built upon freedom 
enlarged, not merely the neul of man 
in citizenship, but his partnership 
'ii industry and then the height to 
which he can survey with canndence. 
with strength and determiiiaUcn, the 
still greater heights that shall enable 
Iiini." 
(Prolonged r.pplr.usc.)

, So Solomon, by one stroke, set forth 
the imperial character of a true Chris- 
tian woman. She is not a slave, not u 
hireling-, not a subordinate, but a queen. 
Ill a former sermon, 1 showed von that 
t-rown and courtly attendants and im- 
perial wardrobe" were not necessarv to 
make a queen, but that graces of the 
Leurt and life will give coronation to 
any woman. 1 showed you at. once ut- 
soinc length that woman's position was 
higher in the world than man's, and 
that although she had often been de- 
nied the right of suffrage, she always 
did vote, and always would vote by her 
influence, and that her chief d'esire 
ought to bo that she should have grace 
rightly to rule in the dominion which 
she. has already won. I began an enu- 
meration of some of her rights, and now 
1 resume the subject.
